FULTON MAY DRILL

Quarantine Station Has Some
Specks on lts Clear
Bill.

WHAT WILL MATE FINLAY SAY

Some of Alleged Complaints of the
Crew of Elleric Are Substanti-
ated by the Recommenda-
tions of Dr. Earle.

In accordance with the reguiations of
the department of marine and hospital

service Dr. Earle has submitted to the
department an estimate for better-
ments  and improvements for the
quarantine statlon of the port of As-
toria aggregating $89.0765.81.

In the provislona for estimate No. 1
Dr. Earle lays prime importance upon
[the lack of communication with the
’mtlon. where asuthority. wits on the
|head of yellow fever, etc. In the re-
!port it is recited that the present situ-
|atlon of the quarantien station is such
(that those In charge have no view of
Incoming vessels of any description,
especially those upon which thers is
Infection, and the only means of com-
!munication with Astorla seven miles
{distant, |8 by a small sail boat or by
ia large flag by day or rockets by
night, and the communication of dis-
ecase 18 always possible.

It is opined by the quarantine officer
that the North Shore Cannery Com-
|pany and the Knappton Mill Company
l-t:t:nlld be prevalled upon to participate
In & shore line, though he admits In his
report that overtures In that line have
as yet proved futile

Regarding water supply the report
of the officer has It that a sufficient
area of land should be purchased back
of the reservation to provide a 200-
foot fall to the station, the represen-
tation being made that, because of the
stratification nothing but surface water
can be secured by means of wells, and
this is not considered conducive to the
better health of those who are com-
pelled to use it, especially quarantine
patients. The defiling of water by cat-
tle and hoga above the station is com-
mented upon, such defllements occur-
ring In contributory streams.

The land which it Is desired to ac-
quire is owned variously as follows:
Eighty acres by John T. Borchers, 2
acres by the state, and the remainder
by the North Pacific Improvement
Company.

The tract of land In question would
supply the ‘station and its streams for
years with fuel and water, and s
looked upon with eyes of longing by
the oficials of the department,

Mr. Borchers has offered his land
for 360 an acre, but the North Pacific
want $1000 for thelrs, the belief being
expressed that the terminus of the rail-
road will eventually be at that place,
and that the quarantine station might
well be located on Sand Island,

Of course the government could con-
demn the mnecessary acreage for the
purpose, but attention will be pald to
the protests of those who own adjacs
ent property on account of the diM-
culties that would attend the close
proximity of Infected patlents to those
who have property in the vicinity,

Dr. Earle, with his recent experlence,
avidently has In view a steamer for
his own use, for in his recommenda-
tions to the department s one request-
Ing the purchase of the Electro for
$14,000 to be used as a quarantine boat,
the statement being made that the
physiclan has an Intimate knowledge
af the boat In question from the time
her keel was luid, and he does not now
belleve her duplicate could be pur-
chased for §$18,000. Representation ls
also made that the Eleotro In the only
hoat on the river sultable for the serv-
lee,

In his report, which was submitted
at a rbading to the chamber of com-
merce last evening, Dr. Earle passes

Eore sirjctures upon the conditions of
quarantine that cause the casual ob-
server, even, to reflect. Of it he says:

“In consequence of the luck of ap-
pllances It |s necessary to use the ‘pot’
méethod of fumigation by sulphur, be-
cause o vessel with three hatches can-
not be used without moving the wes-
#el several times, wherefore the pur-
chase of galvanized plping and of the
necessary lengths of rubber hose ls
recommended,

In view of Dr, Earle's recent experi-
ence with the steamer Elleric, the in-
terview that has been reported and
denled as having been glven by the
mate of the vessel, the bearing of the
report that was submitted to the cham-
ber of commerce last night, at a read-
ing by the secretary, has an Import-
ance thut could not have been vouch-
safed, were it not for the recommen-
datlon of the chamber that Senator
Fulton be requested, upon the strength
of a unanimous voté of the chamber,
to forward the recommendations in
the quarantine officer's communica-~
tion to the department.

Senator Fulton will have a hard job.

The remainder of the report, as sub-
mitted and referred to legislative ac-
tion Is the same as has been printed a
number of tlmes before, and the slg-
nificant part of the submission, as at
present quoted, Is contained In the ac-
tion of the chamber In referring It to
the senator from,this district,

HUMAN SKELETON PRODUCED

Prosecution Seeks to Show That Mr.
Casemnr Young Could Not Have
Fired the Fatal Shot
Himself,

New York, Dec. 13.—In the trial of

Nan Patterson today. not without con.

test, appeared the most gruesome ex-
hibit ever produced In the routine of
court proceases that land a culprit be-
tween the fatal electrodes that rasp
the life from condemned oriminals In
New York state

It was a human skeleton,

The exhiblt was made use of In the
examination of Dr. Phillp O‘Hanlon,
the coroner’s physician, and the object
was to demonstrate the course of the
bullet after it entered Caesar Young's
hody. 'l'he prosecution contend that
it went stralght to the spine, which
would not have been the case had dae»
sar Young killed himself.

The expert testimony occupled most
of the morning session, but there was
a sensatlonn] development when Judge
Davis, from the bench, stated that a
gross Impropriety bad been commit-
ted by a New York newspaper wh‘lch
had printed interviews with the wives
of the jurymen. In his remarks he
made it evident to the jurors that any
communication, even with members of
their families, In relation to the case
would merit the severest penalty that
could be Imposed by the court.

BARKENTINE WRECKER.
